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COMMENTARY  ON  STATISTICS. 


It  is  to  be  noted  that  as  in  1951,  accidents  were  the  cause  of  death  as 
often  as  tuberculosis  and  pneumonia  togetner,  while  bronchitis  continued  to  be 
responsible  for  more  deaths  than  any  other  respiratory  disease  with  the  exception 
of  malignant  disease,  which  was  distressingly  common  in  the  lungs  during  the 
year,  accounting,  like  bronchitis,  for  5  deaths.  Death;s  from  coronary  disease 
were  again  much  more  frequent  among  men,  but  other  forms  of  heart  disease 
redressed  the  balance  between  the  sexes. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  again  very  satisfactory  and  it  is  noteworthy 
that  the  3  deaths  all  occurred  during  the  first  month  of  liie  and  were  all  associated 
with  conditions  in  which  lack  of  knowledge  makes  prevention  difficult  at  the 
present  time.  • 

There  was  unfortunately  1  death  due  to  polioencephalitis  and  this  disease 
remains  as  a  constant  threat  throughout  the  latter  half  of  each  year.  It  is  dis¬ 
appointing  that  an  efficient  and  safe  immunising  agent  against  this  disease  is 
still  awaited,  but  there  appears  little  doubt  that  further  research  during  the  next 
few  years  should  achieve  some  success  in  this  field.  It  is  well  here  to  re-empha¬ 
sise  the  facilities  which  are  already  available  to  prevent  other  diseases  which 
are  also  capable  of  causing  severe  illness.  The  vaccination  rate  over  the  country 
as  a  whole  is  dangerously  low  and  smallpox  cases  continue  to  appear.  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  understand  the  public  apathy  towards  vaccination  in  infancy.  Improved 
methods  have  eliminated  any  disfiguring  soars  and  untoward  reactions  are  quite 
exceptional  in  babies.  Re- vaccination  should  also  be  undertaken  well  before  the 
child  is  due  to  leave  school,  but  in  fact  this  is  being  completely  neglected  unless 
forced  on  the  parents  by  removal  to  other  countries  where  this  practice  is  com- 
pulsoty  for  immigrants.  I  am  glad  to  report  a  definite  improvement  in  the  number 
of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria,  and  I  think  there  is  little  doubt  that 
the  reason  for  this  is  the  introduction  of  combined  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  immunisation,  as  the  latter  disease  is  much  better  known  to  parents,  who 
have  a  healthy  respect  for  it,  while  the  sight  of  a  case  of  diphtheria  has  not  yet 
come  their  way  ;  I  hope  that  it  never  will,  but  to  ensure  this  positive  effort  is 
required  to  raise  the  immunisation  rate  still  further.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


This  year,  like  1953,  was  again  exceptionally  favourable.  Notifications  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough  remained  at  a  low  level  for  the  second  successive 
year,  which  is  unusual.  There  were,  unfortunately,  2  cases  of  poliomyelitis,  1 
very  mild,  the  other  fatal.  Food  poisoning  again  entered  the  lists,  and  although 
the  numbers  reported  were  very  small,  constant  vigilance  is  necessary.  The 
prevention  of  disease  caused  by  food  and  drink  is  a  matter  of  obvious  concern  to 
this  district,  which  caters  for  so  many  holiday  makers  Food  poisoning,  like  most 
illnesses,  may  kill,,  or  it  may  be  so  mild  that  the  patient  does  not  call  in  the 
doctor.  Even  when  medical  attention  is  sought  there  may  not  be  enough  evidence 
to  notify  the  case  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  many  cases  are  missed. 

Continued  education  of  the  public  and  food  handlers  is  still  vitally  necessaiy 
and  we  should  always  remember  that  food  and  drink  handlers  are  not  confined 
to  hotels,  canteens  and  other  public  catering  establishments.  They  are  in  every 
home.  Scrupulous  personal  cleanliness  is  essential  on  the  part  of  every  person 
engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  and  drink  at  every  stage.

Mr.  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  in  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1954. 

In  addition  to  my  duties  as  Sanitary  Inspector  I  carry  out  the  work  of  Housing 
Manager,  this  additional  duty  covering  the  interviewing  of  housing  applicants,  the 
keeping  of  records,  and  general  supervision  of  the  housing  estates. 

The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  a  full-time  shorthand-typist/ clerk  and 
a  full-time  Rodent  Operator. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

All  cafes,  restaurant  kitchens,  ice  cream  premises  and  stalls  used  for  the 
sale  of  foodstuffs  are  regularly  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  food 
supplies  and  to  see  that  the  premises  comply  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and 
Bye-laws  made  thereunder. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  and  myself  gave  talks  to  food  handlers 
at  a  confectionery  bakery  during  an  organised  course  of  lectures. 

During  the  year  the  following  articles  of  foodstuffs,  other  than  home  killed 
meat,  were  condemned  ;

SLAUGHTERHOUSES.

There  is  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  registered  in  the  area  and  regular 
visits  are  made  to  see  that  the  proprietor  manufactures  in  accordance  with  the 
prescribed  regulations. 

Two  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

MEAT  SUPPLIES. 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  the  delivery  vans  bringing  dead  meat  into 
the  district  from  the  Middlesbrough  area. 
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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1933  and  1954. 

There  are  twelve  licences  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  issued  ;  during  the 
year  there  were  four  renewals. 

SHELLFISH  REGULATIONS. 

An  Order  is  in  force  in  the  area  prohibiting  the  sale  of  shellfish  for  human 

consumption  collected  from  the  foreshore. 

Notices  are  exhibited  on  the  approaches  to  the  area  from  which  the  shell¬ 
fish  can  be  collected. 

In  spite  of  these  notices,  however^  a  considerable  number  of  shellfish  are 
collected  by  persons  from  outside  the  area  and  on  being  challenged  as  to  the  final 
disposal  of  the  shellfish  they  all  state  that  they  are  for  their  own  use. 


FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  and  1948. 

There  are  36  premises  on  the  Register  of  the  Local  Authority  ;  96  visits 
were  made  to  these  premises  and  10  notices  were  seryed  in  respect  of  breaches  of 
the  Factories  Acts. 

There  is  one  underground  bakehouse  in  the  area  ;  during  the  year  one  of 
the  underground  bakehouses  was  closed  and  baking  is  now  carried  out  at 
ground  floor  level. 

One  outworker  is  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  knitted  goods.

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LICENSED  PREMISES. 


Regular  visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the  purpose 
of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  pipe  lines,  and  glass  wash¬ 
ing  methods  ;  hot  water  is  available  for  all  washing  facilities. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  district,  one  of  which  is  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  local  authority. 

The  Local  Authority’s  site  provides  accommodation  for  approximately  260 
caravans  and  the  private  site  provides  accommodation  for  4  caravans. 

The  facilities  provided  on  the  sites  consist  of  water  closets,  wash  basins, 
shower  baths,  piped  water  supply  and  waste  water  drainage. 

One  application  was  received  to  station  three  caravans  in  connection  with 
the  fairground  at  Old  Saltburn,  and  this  application  was  granted. 


SHOPS  ACTS— SANITARY  AND  WASHING  ACCOMMODATION 

16  visits  were  made  to  shops  for  the  purpose  of  checking  accommodation  and 
no  insanitary  conditions  were  found. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

One  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  for  the  area  and  he  makes  reg¬ 
ular  inspections  and  surveys  throughout  the  area. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  94  infestations  were  found  and  a  table  based 
on  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries’  return  is  given  for  information. 

We  receive  full  co-operation  from  the  residents  in  the  area  and  as  a  result 
of  the  prompt  notification  of  any  infestations  it  is  found  that  these  can  be  quickly 
dealt  with  and  remain  minor  iniestations. 

During  the  year  two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  and  evidence  of 
rats  was  found  in  13  and  24  mnaholes  in  the  first  and  second  treatments  res¬ 
pectively.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


The  Council  have  2  dust  deposit  gauges  situated  in  the  district,  one  at  Marske 
and  one  at  Saltbum,  and  monthly  reports  are  received  from  the  Analysts  on  the 
deposits. 

The  Saltburn  gauge  is  situated  at  Saltburn  Police  Station,  by  kind  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Chief  Constable,  and  the  Marske  gauge  at  "Ivy”  House,  by  kind 
permission  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Walshaw.  Through  these  gauges  being  sited  in  these 
protected  positions  no  damage  or  interference  occurs  and  I  would  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  Chief  Constable  and  Dr.  Walshaw  for  granting  these  facilities. 

Herewith  aje  tables  showing  the  twelve  months’  reports  together  with  wind 
records  for  this  period. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  and  the 
Tees-side  Smoke  Abatement  Committee.  On  two  occasions  interviews  have  been 
held  with  representatives  of  the  British  Railways  Executive  through  the  Tees- 
side  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  and  the  Council’s  views  put  before  them  with 
regard  to  the  pollution  in  the  district  from  the  railway  locomotives  at  the  locomotive 
depot  and  in  the  Station  area.
